You »«ilY ror.ember tnat after a conversation which 
you and Dr. Weismann had with Mr.Chiu*chill a little while ago, 

you wrote to the Secretary of State asking whether certain

Mr.Churchill took an opportunity of talking the mattar over 

with Lord Allenby when he was at. home. The High Commissioner 

sees no objection whatever to the preparation of plans for land 

settlement on tne understanding, of course, that it will not 

be possible to give effect to them until the political status 

of Palestine 1« settled, as at the moment it in merely occupied 

enemy territory under a purely military administration. 

It would not be easy to f recast not. the questions of the 
future boundaries of Palestine are likely to be determined, 

though Lord Allenby doubts whether the suggestion made by 
Dr. fceizmann that Lgypt should surrender to Palestine the 
territory west of -c.1 Arish woui l be likely to be acceptable to

Sir, 

In the course of our conversation on Friday the 
19th, you were good enough to ask ne for a few sugges¬ 
tions in regai*d to the Military Administration of Pal¬ 
estine, to which the Zionist Organisation attaches very 
great value . As I indicated in the course of our con¬ 
versation, the most important administrative measure of 
the moment is the filling of the post of Chief Adminis¬ 
trator, now temporarily occupied by General Watson, by 
an officer in cordial sympathy with the Zionist aims and 
fully informed in regard to Zionism. If I may venture 
to submit the name of an officer who possesses these 
qualifications, I would suggest General Wyndhan Deedes, 
D*3.G, who was formerly in Palestine. When I was in 

Paris I had the opportunity of discussing Palestinian

sympathy with such a proposal. 

The Zionist Organisation is also very anxious 
to have freedom to send to' Palestine a variety of 
experts to make a general investigation of the country 
and to prepare plans, so that when the political ad¬ 
justments in Paris, have been made, the Jewish People 
can proceed, without loss of time, with the task of 
reconstituting Palestine as their National Home. In 
the course of my conversations with Lord Allenby in 
Faris, he urged this point rather strongly and indicated 

that the Zionists ought to utilise the present transi¬ 
tional period so as to be ready as soon as the political 
decision was taken* 

Thsse are, for the moment, tfc.3 two concrete 
administrative measures for which the Zionist Organisa¬ 
tion is most concerned. I need net say that in 
general we desire and expect sympathetic treatment 
by the Military Administration of the whole Zionist 
Movement in Palestine. I do not wish to stress the
